Few 
claims are heard of a popular demand for Russian, language lessons^ reports of SSFA 
exj'rtnsion are rather general and modesti the eight Russian airmen vho died defending 
China are not mentioned; and little is said of the debt China Ores the USSR., though, 
the Russian demand for oranges is credited with bringing prosperity to one Southwest 
locality. 


Cadres in some localities are charged directly with a lack of enthusiasm in promoting 
SSF Month. An exhibition of Chinese paintings in Moecow is cited to prove Russia's 
particlnatlon at home In SSF Months but the titles of the pa.tntlnge euggeet Chinese 
subserviency rather than a partnership. Announcements concerning winter s.chccls for 
adults j, with "emulation of Russia" as one subject to be stress ed., indicate steps to 
continue the Russianlration drive, even after SSF Month ends.
